“You may justly say that love is the inspiration 
of my life,” Mantegazza said in an interview a short 
time before his death. “It is not strange that this 
should be so,. for love is in one way or another the 
inspiration of all Italy. Our people love more and 
they love better than do the inhabitants of any other 
part of the world, for this country of ours is the land 
of the beautiful and of art. 

“But my aim here is to cotiect all the evidence 
that T can concerning the passions of humanity, 
their manifestations in love, religion, vanity, cruel- 
ty, in the peculiarities of venius and of normality as 
well as of idiocy and delinquency.” 

One of the finest collections in Mantegazza's pos- 
sesison was one comprised of skulls gathered from 
all parts of the earth, ‘Bhese the anthropologist had 
classified carefully and studied deeply, and it was 
asa result of this study that he arrived at many of 
his scientific conclusions,

Imagine some seven or eight hundred passen« 
gers being landed at two o'clock, herded into a kind 
of paddock, where they have to wearily wait their 
turn, first, Lo. petointouthe covered shed, and then 
to get passed on to the doctor and the government 
official, and finally to the ticket box. Goodness only 
knows how long they will require to wait on a train,

fore we got into our carriage, and after endless 
shunting, we got away from Quebec about one 
o’clock in the morning, after having hung about 
on our feet on a stifling hot day for nearly twelve 
hours. What condition can women and children be 
in after such a gruelling? Surely something could 
be done to prevent some of this unnecesasry suf- 
fering. First and second-class Passengers are not 
treated so. A train ig awaiting them, and they pass 
through without trouble or hindrance, But for the 
others—well—they are only colonists! and must 
just take what they get, And they did take it, and 
took it very quietly, too—without a murmur except 
amongst themselves, 

But surely there is something wrong here, that 
emigrants should be treated no better than cattle, 

Are they not wanted? 

Are they not welcomed? 

Is not the whole continent, from east to west, 
crying for labor? 

Why, then, not treat the laborer with respect and 
civility Is it not he more than anyone else upon 
whom the future greatness and prosperity of Can- 


{ada_depends?—.Why be~democratio ii théery and == 


snobbish and heartless in action? Depend upon it, 
the nation, like the man, which shows no reverence 
for the individual, but which regards him solely as a 
means to an end, can never betruly great, for where 
that spirit predominates great men cannot be reared, 

Nor can the excuse he advanced that under the 
circumstances such treatment {s tnavoidable, ‘Mat 
was the fourth medical examination these people 
had undergone, Why leave everything indefinite 
till a man reaches this side? Why let him go to 
such expenditure of money and time, only to send 
him back, why all this dreary farce and miserable 
parade? 

Could it not be done at the port of embarkation, 
before a man leaves home, or during the voyare, 
and so free many an emigrant from anxious sits- 
pense with which he is haunted during these seven 
days? , 

Many a man had not twenty-five dollars in his 
pocket, and yet not one was turned back. Is it not 
possible to devise some improvement in the pro- 
cedure, so that the emigrant may not feel as though 
he were a pariah and an outcast, but rather that he 
is welcome to this great country? 

Although it is absolutely necessary to keep un- 
desirables out of out country, surely something 
could be done to make the newcomer feel a little 
more welcome and at home?

.}as.a common. seaman-he worked-his 


way. across the’ ocean. : : 

. He. became tired of the sea, and 
in 1881, at the- age of twenty-five, 
he joined the Metropolitan Fire Bri- 
gade, in London, England. He was 
not a model fireman, and he had not 
the luck to perform..any deed. of 
conspicuous gallantry, but when, after 
six years of work, he left the, brigade, 
Sir Eyre Massey’ Shaw (Captain 
Shaw) reported that his conduct. had 
been “on the whole satisfactory.”

Are 
they not familiar ground to every 
lover of books? So that a well-stored 
mind need never lack companionship, 
and ever here, on the outer edge of 
things, it is possible to be very happy 
and contented. 


Life on a farm or homestead, as 
life-'in a city, is very much what per- 
sons themselves make it. 
S«nday on a farm, out in the beauti- 
ful. Agricola country, and found my 
friend’s pleasant bungalow little dif- 
ferent from the homes I have been ac- 
customed to in the city. 

There were the same tasteful ar- 
rangements of books and pictures, 
the same cosy easy chairs, a piano, 
flowers. about, a  daintily-set, and 
daintily served, dinner. All the hall- 
marks of'a man of taste and refine- 
ment. Out of windows, the prospect 
was more glorious, and out of doors 
there was more elbow room, but that 
was all, saving perhaps, that my host 
was better pleased with himself, and 
more contented than are the majority 
‘of townsmen. 

This'ig, of course, country life under 
ideal conditions, But now I’m won- 
dering why more farmers don’t strive 
a little harder, to make their homes

Most farm-houses, even the homes 
of wealthy farmers, have none of 
these features.

There are no ttle attrac- 
tive nick-nacks about, no carelessly 
laid-down books, no comfy. chairs to 
beckon a welcome. Nothing that can 
be done without is introduced. The 


curtains at the windows reflect the’ 


dreariness of the bleak indoors. This. 
is not because the farmer can’t afford 
a verandah for his wife and children, 
but because he looks upon his home 
as a boarding-house. All his inter- 
ests lie out-of-doors, in the fields, in 
his barns, in his live stock. 

While this may be all very well 
from his point of view, he forgets that 
his wife and children have their rights, 
and that in proportion as they~ are 
happy, and satisfied, will be their con- 
tribution to the general spirit and life 

of the farm. 

Every cent my friend has expend- 
ed on his home, he says, he is getting 
back in comfort and happiness—and 
I am morally certain that if other 
farmers adopted his methods, they 
and their families would find life bet- 
ter worth the living.

Hew two UA eTCaaay “managed _ to-} 
travel on’ the same: ‘train with King 
Alfonso. is told by Robert Howard 
Russell in Harper’s. 

“We were informed,” says he, “that 
no one would be aNowed:to board the 
train, as all the accommodations*nal 
‘been reserved for the:night by King 
Alfonso, who was re‘urning from San 
Sebastian from Madrid, where he had 
been called from his summer home by 
the Barcelona riots, 

“This was a severe blow, as even in 
Spain- when you thave;sat up until 3 
o'clock in the morning ¢o catch a train 
you do not jike to miss it. We held a 
conference, and: decided to resort to 
strategy. . Our baggage consisted of 
two hand bags, two caneras, and‘two 
wineskins and quietly under the cover 
of the darkness we removed it, t9-ihe 
extreme endof the station in the sha- 
dow of a small. switch house, near 
which we hoped ‘the last -car. of the 
train might come toa stop, 

“We were. night in our conjectures, 
and the rear of the last.car pulled up 
directly in front of us;-but rere we 
encountered a fresh difficut:y in the 
watchful.
